I 
would much rather use tae unfriendlie3, daring as this is to lawyers, and 
inconclast. If I could do the questioning myself, I'd be entirely without 
question about it. The detailed knowledge it requires is beyond the capability 
of any lawyer, for none, incuding Bud, has been able to take or ever will be 
able to find the time required to learn the essential fact.

One of tne grouhds on which they nave refused me certain materials 
is non-existence. T propose to prove this 3 false defense and my proof is 
both overwhelming and entirely unassailable. I wish you had time to emmo here, 
as I've been inviting you for so long, so i could show you some of it. I have 
more than is in POST UOBTEM III on the autopsy pictures and X-rays and 1 am 
hopeful the law will be our way on it. -*• hr.ve not discussed this aspect with 
Bud. V/e've really had little time, hasn't even finished going over my enor- 
mous Archives correspondence files. 

If we can get this case into court, I think th re are grounds for 
some optimism. It v/ill make their positions intolerable for some people, and 

that can be good. And what, a record we can ..-.ake ! 

The local radiologist who first explained the floating character 
of the scapula to me, promised to get an actual-size human skull f=nd pfyst the 

panel readings and the autopsy jesti .g on it. he hasn't done it. X would, like 

that very much. If you can help here, I'd very much appreciate it^ to use, as 
evidence and in a book. 1 could get an artist to do it, but a medical raon\ would 
be so much bettor. ; v 

.Vhen I talk about using the unfriendlien as witnesses, .hope your 

imagine is unreined, ^ne in particular I think you would like to sea on the 

stand, the one who has b9en spreading nastv comments about you,* ^ne of our 
problems here will be paying their slight expenses, for I am still close to 
^OjOOO in debt and still have no income. • .Thanks for your note end 'i will 
give your regards to Bud when I see him.
